It is made of Carrara marble 
inlaid with costly stones,and adorned 
by exquisite Koman mosaics represent- 
img a sacred emblem and the Crown of 
Thorns., The door of the tabernacle is 
of brass; fire gilt. The columns sup- 
porting thre arch of the tabernacle are 
of the richest marbles. The arch is ot 
white marble inlaid with gems cut in 
facets. @n each side is the marble fig- 
ure of an angel kneeling. The stylo- 
ba:e, or altar screen at the rear of the 
altar, is 50 feet inleugth and 10 feet in 
height from the sanctuary floor... It is 
divided into five parts. The central 
division, which supports the central 
tower and spire of the raredos, is six 
feet in width; the first divisions on 
each side of this are seven feet six inch- 
es long. The divisions, at each ex- 
tremity, are four feet six inches long. 
Each of the xtreme divisions sup- 
ports a tower and spire. The base of 
the altar screen is of white marble; the 
panels between the base and cornice 
are of white marble, inlaid with alabas- 
ter and ornamented on eachi side by a 
bas-relief—that on the Gospel side rep- 
resenting the Agnus Dei, that en the 
Epistle side the Dove. The cornice of 
the screen, which is of Carrara marble, 
is ornamented with a grape-vine in high 
relief. ‘There are two buses to the ret- 
able proper, the lower of green, the up- 
per of red marble, polished and molded. 
‘The raredos is divided into five sections, 
having a central tower and spire and 
two flanking towers and spires. Between 
these are six niches, three on each side 
of the central tower, which is directly 
over the tabernacle. 

The first story of the central tower 
is 6 feet square and 16 feet in height. 
[t has two central columns of red and 
green marble with white marble bases 
and foliated capitals. These columns 
stand ou each side of the central niche, 
which has a background of white mar- 
ble, decorated with foliage. A marble 
canopy covers the tabernacle, and has 
a rich tracery and groined ceiling. 
Under the canopy will stand a splendid 
crucilix, with the foot resting on the 
roof of the tabernacle. The second 
story of the central tower, which is di- 
rectly over the canopy, is square, and 
is 5 feet 6 inches in height. Itis sup- 
ported by 16 polished columns of col- 
vred marble, with bases and capitals of 
white marble. The second story is 
crowned with arches and gablets. The 
space betweeu the columns are filled 
with tracery decorated with a - grille of 
gilt bronze. On the four upper angles 
of the columns are kneeling figures of 
angels. The spire of the central tower 
is 15 feet binches high from the capi- 
tal of the columns on which it rests. 
It is four-sided, and fillet in with the 
richest pierced tracery with crockets of 
beautiful foliage and a filial at the top. 
The filial supports the central cross 
which crowns the whole. Tho cross 
will be a magnificent ane of bronze 
gilt. The center of the cross will con- 
sist of a single large crystal cut in fa- 
cets. The entire height of the central 
tower and spire form the floor of the 
sanctuary to the base of the cross is 48 
feet. The corner towers are 4 feet 
6 inches square and 18 feet 6 inch- 
es in height to the base of the 
spires. ‘They have clustered col- 
umnas of green and red marble, 
with rich bases and foliated: capitals 
inclosing menes with groined ceilings. 
The niches will contain pedestals, su 
porting statues. Ono the Gospel side 
will be St. Peter, and on the Epistle 
side, St. Paul. These two statdes ‘will 
be nearly six feet in hight. The gablets 
over the niches will be of pierced trace- 
rYy with crockets and finials of foliage.

the niches are ornamented with rich fo- 
liage in small squares, and the towers 
themselves are heautifylly paneled. 
The spires of the two corner towers are | 
12 feet 6 inches in hight. They are of 
the richest pierced tracery, With crock- 
ets and finials of foliage.

ceilings. The niches. will contain the 
figures of six angels bearing shields, on 
which are carved in relief "the emblems 
of the passion of Jesus Christ. These} 
figures are all of white marble, and five 
feet six inches in hight. The niches 
will be surmounted by gablets of richly 
igrced tracery, with finials and crock- 
ts of foliage: At the point where the 
gablets moet over the colgmns are kueel- 
ing figures of gaints and martyrs. Those 
figures crown the columos, and behind 
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stead of descending into the vestibule,

Girls at various times 
told their parents the same thing, and 
since the arrest of the sexton for the 
murder many other children have told 
things showing evil in the fellow. Since 
a witness has been found who identifies 
Piper as the man he saw jump out of a 
window in the church on Sunday after- 
noon, a8 above described. Piper has 
been made acquainted with the fact of 
his identification. He denied that he 
got out of any window there that day. 
When told who saw him jump out, he 
replied, ‘‘well, I guess that’s the fellow 
I have seen several times loafing about 
the church in the morning.” ‘Did he 
he ever take little girls up into the 
church tower?” we the officer. 
“Oh, no,” said Pipe “Well, you 
have,” responded the 5 ollie: ‘‘and you 
have frequently chased little girls 
around the vestry, with the doors locked, 
and kissed them.” 

LICEN1IOUS LITERATURE.
